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Before bringing this continu- 
ed subject to a close, we will 
look again to the original text 
and see if we can’t realize some- 
thing afresh of what the Church 
of God ought to be in these 
last days. We will look at the 
picture of the Primitive Church 
as it appears in the text, and 
endeavor to discover some of 


_ the elements which ought to 


characterize the life of the 
Church of God today. 

There are three distinct fea- 
tures that stand out very defi- 
nite in the picture of the early 
Church, These features are 
worthy of our most careful and 
prayerful consideration. 


REALITY 


“The multitude of them 


that believed were of one 
heart and of one soul; 
neither said any of them 


that ought of the things that 
he possessed was his own; but 
they had all things common”. 
Genuine Christianity always 
works from within. The great- 
est and most important of all 
was that they had a genuine 
experience of salvation, measur- 
ing up to the full New Testa- 
ment standard, which was the 
fullness of Pentecost. They had 
an experience that was as real 
to them as the city in which 
they resided. They knew the 
change that had been wrought 
by the power of God in their 
‘lives, when that mighty cyclone 
swept over the hill tops of the 
eternal world and - filled that 
assembly room, where they had 
met to wait for the promise of 
the Father, which was to divine- 
ly qualify them for the work 
God had called them to do. 
They had a real definite exper- 
ience with the miraculous signs 
that were to them the infalliable 
proof of their acceptance with 
the Lord. 

They not only had a real 
living, definite experience of full 
salvation, but. they had that 
divine revelation that Jesus was 


the CHRIST THE SON OF THE 


LIVING GOD. This divine reve- 
lation was what the Lord told 
Peter that he had received from 
heaven, which was the rock, the 
foundation stone of His Church. 
On this rock was the promised 
Church to be built, that would 
be able to withstand all of the 
forces of evil and the attacks of 
the enemy. It is here that we 
may search for the fundamental 
principles of the early Church 
or the faith upon which it was 
founded, which was faith in the 
Christ, the Son of the living 
God. 

To the early saints this 
Church was gloriously real. It 
was not an imaginary some- 
thing that was altogether invisi- 
ble, but it was a real body of 
living men and women who 
believed in Jesus Christ not only 
as their personal Savior, but as 
the divine head of the Church. 
Some have said that the early 
Church was a spiritual Church. 
To this I most heartily agree, 
as it was the most spiritual 
institution ever set in motion in 
this world. It enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of receiving the marvel- 
ous baptism of the Spirit, in the 
beginning of its administration 
in the world; and the Lord was 
with them in a marvelous way, 
yet at the same time it was a 
visible, tangible institution. 


There were two great elements 
of spiritual reality in the inward 
life of the Primitive Church. 
The early Church was. charac- 
terized by spiritual UNITY. 
“The multitude*of them that 
believed were of one heart and 
of one soul.” It wasa_ great

multitude of Hebrews, Greeks, 
etc., with a variety of tempera- 
ments, capacities and abilities, 
yet they were all united in the 
one faith, which mus#@ have been

They were all united in one 
body, characterized by this sim- 
ple trust that they were a mul- 


When we think of that mighty 
host “of one heart and of one 
soul,” made one in their glori- 
fied Head, we are made to 
wonder how much, or how little 
is meant by the saying, “them 
that believed”. What did they 
believe? This is a question 
worthy of consideration by all 
lovers of the truth. When we 
think of the hundreds of insti- 
tutions of today, we are remind- 
ed of the varieties of beliefs and 
diversities of opinions.. - Then 
we ask the question, how does 
all this correspond with what 
that vast multitude of fire bap- 
tized saints believed? Oh, that it 
could be said today of the vast 
multitude who profess faith in 
Jesus Christ, that they are “of

serves to hinder this great cause, 
and that there will be a mighty 
coming together in a_ spiritual 
unity unknown since the days 


of the Primitive Church. For 


this to be brought about would 
mean the greatest revival since 
the early Church. Oh, for a

The early Church was also 
characterized by remarkable 
unselfishness. This is very strik- 
ing, not even one said that any 
thing he possessed was his own.

The 
blessed experience that they had 
received from the Lord, and the 
revelation of His Church, was 
much more appreciated by them 
than anything they possessed 
of this world. Their highest am- 
bition seems to have been to be 
RIGHT WITH GOD AND WITH 





God’s wonderful power and richest blessing; 
So let us all pray that His great power, 
Will come from above as a refreshing shower.

ONE ANOTHER. The fellow- 
ship that existed and the cords 
of divine love that bound them 
together, heart and soul must 
have been indescribable. As 
cause is to effect, so the UNITY, 
was to the UNSELFISHNESS, 
the two could not be separated. 
Here we find a genuine, heaven 
born, bloodwashed, fire baptized 
socialism. A socialism and fel- 
lowship, which was the spon- 
taneous expression of the genu- 
ine love of God that was shed 
abroad in their hearts by the 
Holy Ghost.

Their motto 
must have been to give all and 
get all. To the extent that we 
make an unconditional surren- 
der to God with all that we are 
‘and with all that we possess, 
to that extent God comes into 
our lives and makes us a suc- 
cess for Him. These humble 
pilgrims of old left it all behind, 
more lasting joys to find. They 
were repaid a hundred fold for 
the sacrifice that they had made. 
They had something that was 
worth more than gold. They 
sacrificed their treasures of 
earth for treasures in the skies. 
They severed their connection 
with this world for a better title 
to the one to come. They be- 
came pilgrims and strangers in 
the earth, seeking a city to come. 
They invested their all in an 
enterprise with a guarantee for 
one hundred per cent profit. 
Where is the wise investor that 
wouldn’t make an investment 
of this kind? “There is no man 
that hath left house, or breth- 
ren, or sisters, or father or

He also said that after 
they had received this special 
enduement of power they 
should be witnesses unto Him in 
Jerusalem, and in all: Judea and 
in Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most parts of the earth. This 
promise was fulfilled on the day 
of Pentecost. This was genu- 
ine spiritual prosperity. They 
were prospering in the things of 
God, which far exceeds in value 
to the treasures of earth. It 
brought them pleasure and 
happiness that money could not 
buy. It enabled them to win 
thousands of souls for Christ 
and His Church, which was 
worth more than all the treas- 
ures of earth. This power en- 
abled them to witness to the 
resurrection of the Lord Jesus 
in such a marvelouus way that 
it had a wonderful effect on 
their congregation. They really 
felt the resurrection life of their 
glorified Lord in their souls. 
They possessed a power that 
was unearthly, but divine. It 
was this strange power which 
they possessed that won many 
souls to Christ. 

If the ministry of these last 
days would earnestly tarry for 
this same enduement of power, 
make a bonfire of all their pet-
